IT , 


SUMMARY OV THE KAISER'S REPLY TO 


PRESIDENT WILSON 


Germany excuses without condoning the attacks 


on Ameircan lives and vessels which were pointed 
out in the President's message, but in no case ac- 
cepts blame or responsibility. 


Germany seeks to lay at the door of Great Britain 


all responsibity for submarine warfare, and says 
that the practice of the British to disguise their 
merchant vessels by flying neutral flags is the direct 
cause of the Gulflight and Cushing incidents, for 
which regret is expressed. 


Germany declines to assume responsibility for 


American citizens on board belligerent merchant- 
men, 
and declares that the sinking of the Lusitania 


was an act of "just self-defense" in that the vessel is 
claimed by Germany to have carried munitions of 
warrfor the allies and that she was an armed vessel 
of the British merchant marine. 


In no particular does Germany's note reply to the 


president's demand that Germany desist from sub- 
marine warfare againset merchant vessels, holding 
that its explanation of the incidents complained of 
contain sufficient facts to justify further investiga- 
tion by the United States, and suggests reference to 
an international commission of inquiry, jn accord- 
ance with the Hague convention, of all points left 
finally in dispute.

IT , 


SUMMARY OV THE KAISER'S REPLY TO 


PRESIDENT WILSON 


Germany excuses without condoning the attacks 


on Ameircan lives and vessels which were pointed 
out in the President's message, but in no case ac- 
cepts blame or responsibility. 


Germany seeks to lay at the door of Great Britain 


all responsibity for submarine warfare, and says 
that the practice of the British to disguise their 
merchant vessels by flying neutral flags is the direct 
cause of the Gulflight and Cushing incidents, for 
which regret is expressed. 


Germany declines to assume responsibility for 


American citizens on board belligerent merchant- 
men, 
and declares that the sinking of the Lusitania 


was an act of "just self-defense" in that the vessel is 
claimed by Germany to have carried munitions of 
warrfor the allies and that she was an armed vessel 
of the British merchant marine. 


In no particular does Germany's note reply to the 


president's demand that Germany desist from sub- 
marine warfare againset merchant vessels, holding 
that its explanation of the incidents complained of 
contain sufficient facts to justify further investiga- 
tion by the United States, and suggests reference to 
an international commission of inquiry, jn accord- 
ance with the Hague convention, of all points left 
finally in dispute.
